Ldward M. House, dead in New 


York, was one of the most jxiwcrful 
Americans of modern times, yet he 
never held a public office, never ran 
for one. Always closely identified with 
politicians as a "friend and adviser," 
he was Woodrow Wilson's unofficial 
Talleyrand, and until his still unex- 
plained breach with the President in 
1919, he was a mighty "power behind 
the scenes" in the Wilson administra- 
tion. 


This was as he wished it, for he 


held an unusual view of administra- 
tion. "Tlie only way you can really 


I accomplish anything, and 
do what 


you want to do," he said "is lo have 
authority without responsibility." 


Show me one of the great big 


fellows at the head of anything, and 
I'll bet you'll find some little fellow 
back of him who is actually doing the 
work," House once told a war cor- 
respondent. 


Only a few months ago, House who 


was one of the American signers of 
the Treaty of Versailles as a member 
of the American Peace Commission, 
acknowledged lhat there were 
vious mistakes" in the trcaly. 


But he died firm in the belief thai 


il was unlikely lhat a boiler treaty 
could have been had in 1919, because

Vanishes in Mimic Warfare 


Entire Pacific Fleet Launches Search—5 Killed in 


Crash, 6 Missing in New Disaster 


HONOLULU, H. I.—W)—Sixty-five American warships and 240 planes 


were ordered into a search at dawn Thursday for six naval airmen who van- 
ished Wednesday during mimic warfare which had already cost five lives. 


No traces of Ihe plane was found 


during a night-long search Wednesday 
night. 


Five men were killed earlier Wed- 


nesday when their plane crashed off 
Oahu island. 


5 Die in Karlicr Crash 


HONOLULU, H. I.-(/Pi—A 
naval 


bombing plane crashed at sea Wednes- 
day with a probable loss of five lives, 
lending a note of realism to a great 
mock battle for the control of Hawaii. 
Flying low in a heavy rain squall, the 
big twin-engined 
fighter 
fell off 


off Waianae, on the northwest side 
of Oahu, principal island of the Hawai- 
ian group. 


Witnesses said the plane struck at 


tremendous .speed. Seven men were 
ab:>ard. Three climbed out on a wing 
of the partially submerged wreck. One 
of these, Radioman G. J. Milles. of 
Wilmette, 111., swam 150 yards to shore. 
H. F. Bartz, aviation machinist's.mate 
of Houston, Texas, was washed ashore 
unconscious and taken to a hospital. 
Officers said he would recover. 


Aviation Chief Machinist's Mate G. 


H. O'Ncil of Trumbull, Texas., third 
man to reach the wing, apparently 
perished. The other four presumably 
were trapped in the cabin. They were 
Lieut. L. O. Crane of Na.shvillo, Tenn.; 
Aviation Cadet W. H. Lear; Navigation 
Pilot B. I. Windham and Radioman V. 
A. Luciuna. 


It was the second of the big long- 


range bombing planes to be lost at 
sea during the maneuvers and the 
fifth of its kind wrecked in Pacific 
naval operations this year, with an in- 
dicated lolal death toll of 24.

Science Brings New Helps to the Partially Deaf

One of the most difficult of the 


senses to evaluate is the sense of hear- 
ing. We depend upon it for our safety. 
in relationship to the hearing of warn- 
ing signals, the bell of the telephone, 
steam from n boiling pot or many sim- 
ple household affairs. Most particu- 
larly, .however, we depend upon our 
hearing 
for 
the 
understanding of 


speech. 


Education is slow and difficult when 


people are unable to hear. The work- 
er is handicapped in his daily affairs 
if he is unable to hear. Socially hard- 
ness of hearing may be a serious hand- 
icap and reflect itself on the character 
of the individual concerned. 


For all of these reasons both educa- 


tors and specialists in conditions af- 
.fecting the 'hearing are concerning 
themselves more and more with Us- 
ability of the persons who is hard of 
hearing to hear ordinary speech. It 
is true that they also test the hearing 
of the person in response to various 
ranges of sound, using a series of tun- 
ing forks to define the range. The 
hearing of speech is, however, quite 
different from the hearing of a single 
sound produced by a device like a 
whistle or a tuning fork. 


By the development of the phono- 


graph as a means of recording sound, 
it has become possible for the special- 
ists in diseases of nearing to have 
speech recorded with certain definite 
levels of tone. It is also possible to 
repeat jthe same ''record again and 
again so as to evaluate the capacity of 


exceedingly important because many 
words are not familiar to some listen- 
ers. 


The accent and the inflection of the 


voice may modify the ability of the 
listener to hear. The amount of at- 
tention given by the listener and the 
question as to whether or not he is 
fatigued at the time of the test are also 
important. 


The person who has been tested will 


recognize the similarity of these tests 
of hearing with the ordinary charts 
that are used in testing vision. In the 
testing of vision the specialist has a 
series of letters of various sizes. These 
letters have been selected because they 
are of standard shapes and record ac- 
curately the visual ability of the ob- 
server. 


It is interesting to realize, as has 


been pointed out by Dr. Douglas Mac- 
Farlan, that the person who depends 
upon a device in order to aid his hear- 
ing must keep in mind the fact that 
the device amplifies not only speech 
music that he may wish to hear but 
also noise which he may not wish to 
hear. Speech usually comes through 
in cycles ranging roughly from 300 to 
3COO. Most'of the common noises are 
below 500 cycles.

tually start, ourselves. They will be 
used either for or against us.

away fro mils beginnings. Men still to depend on them is in good shape. 
living, and not old men either, can re-

So, 
what with one thing and another, he 
covers a great deal of ground before 
he gets through—and the ground is 
worth covering. 


Oklahoma has had her full share of 


salty, colorful characters, both before 
the first oil well was drilled and after- 
ward, and M>. Gasscock misses few of 
them. And while you may wish it 
could have been written by someone 
with a keener awareness of the deep 
social implications raised by the facts 
narrated, this book does an excellent 
job within the limits which its author 
marked out.
